SECRETARY TALKS OF WAR 





First Needs of Navy Are deandeed, 
Aeroplane and Finest Subma- 
rine Motor in the World. 





Secretary of the Navy Josephus Dan- 
iels and Thomas A. Edison ‘conferred 
for more than -two hours last night in 
the home of Mr.. Edison in Llewellyn 
Park, N. J., on the personnel of the 
advisory board of civilian inventors and 
engineers. Mr. Edison is to head this 
board, which is to work-in conjunction 
with existing official bureaus for the im- 


provement of the United States Navy. 
Incidentally it will aid the army, too, 
where its engineering problems and those 
of the navy are closely allied as in the 
aeroplane. 

Mr. Daniels returned to Washington 
on a midnight train. He declined to 
make public .the names of the men who 
are to work with Mr. Edison, saying 
he must reserve this announcement un- 
til after his return to the Navy Depart- 
ment in Washington. 

He -spoke extensively of his plans, 
however, intimating that the board prob- 
ably would be restricted to four or five 
men, and. those who heard him, departed 
satisfied in’ the belier that Mr. Edison 
would have as confreres, certainly, Or- 
ville Wright, the master of aviation; 
Henry L. Ford, the manfacturing genius, 
and Simon Lake, inventor’ of the sub- 
marine. 

With Edison Until Midnight.

Before joining. Mr. Edison, the Secre- 
tary explained his inability to. make 
public the names of Mr. Edison’s con- 
freres last night, saying: 

“All of the members, however, will be 
men so well known that no one will 
have to say, on learning a name, ‘Who 
is he?’ I shall discuss ‘the matter with 
Mr. santas in every phasé, and the men 
we select will be nationally and interna- 
tionally famous. : 

‘The néxt war will be’ fought by ma+ 
chinery and by mén of brains. . They, 
say we have millions of men and a mint 
of money. But‘we need more than that. 
We need machinery and we need skill. 

‘*T believe in preparedness for war; 
that is in scientific preparedness, so my 
idea in creating this board is to try to 
bring .about a mobilization of the brains 
of the country, to mobilize the inventive 
Zeniuses of the country. I want to get 
togethér the men who have devoted their 
lives to science, to use the genius and 
skill of these mén for the benefit of the 
United States. 

Only Four or Five in Board. 


‘“‘I want to help these men develop 
their inventive faculties. My idea is 
to have a board of only a few men, 
probably just four or five, but men 
whose names are known éverywhere, the 
very leaders in their professions. 

“Mr. Edison is the only one selected 
positively so far, and I am going to get 
his opinion and his suggestions before 
selecting the others. The mémbers of 
this board will keep in touch with the 
scientists. who are not so well known. 
I believe that when the board shall 
have been selected: and shall have got 
down to work, and we = shall have 
commenced to get results, then this 
country will be in a state of defense 
such as neither thrs nor any other na- 
tion .has ever before known. 

“‘In the future, instead of 1,000 men 
roaming .about. the decks of battleships | 
and scrubbing them down, we shail 
have a few hundred highly skilled spe- 
cialists in mechanics and electricity. 

f‘ If. -we had had such a board as this 
will be a few years ago we would to- 
day have control of the submarine and 
the aeroplane and we would be further 
‘along in the development of both of 
them than any other nation in the 
world. We have no standard type ‘of 
aeroplane for War use now. Had we 
taken ‘advantage of our opportunities 
we would be a generation ahead of ali 
other nations today.”’ .

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Definite as- 
surances were given to the Chicago beef 
packers today in a supplementary con- 
ference with Chandler P. Andergon, spe- 
cial counsel of the State Department, 
that their protest against the action of 
Great Britain in seizing and detaining 
meat shipments consigned in neutral 
vessels to neutral ports would be made 
the subject of special representations to 
the British Government. 

A preliminary message was sent to Am- 
bassador Page at London yesterday in- 
forming him that the Chicago packers 
felt that they had not been fairly treated 
by the British Government in its hand- 
ling of meat cargoes valued at $14,000,000 
detained in British ports. These goods 
are on five vessels which have been held 
up since November, and on thirty-one 
other vessels which have been taken into 
British .ports and detained under the 
British Order in Council of .March.15 re- 
stricting trade with Germany and neu- 
tral ports. The preliminary message to 
Ambassador Page will be followed with 
a note from the United States Govern- 
ment insisting upon the protection of the 
packers in their rights as neutrals to ship, 
to neutral countries. ‘ 

The packers in their appeal asked 
that their Government make represen- 
tations to the British Government. Mr. 
Anderson said, following today’s con- 
ference, that such representations 
would be made by this Government, but 
that the form of the representations 
had not been determined. It has. not

PLANS FURTHER CURB 
ON COTTON EXPORTS 


Britain Will Allow Neutrals Just}. 
Enough for Their Own Needs, 
Lord Crewe Announces. 


LONDON, July 15.—The British .Gov- 
ernment hopes very shortly to limit the 
export of cotton to neutral countries to 
the precise amount of actual need. 

The Marquis of Crewe, Lord President 
of the Council and Liberal leader in the 
House of Lords, made an announcement 


to this effect in the upper house this 
afternoon, 

The statement was made in gg Bes a 
series of questions by Baron arn- 
wood regarding the supply of cotton and 
other. materi through neutral coun- 
tries to. Germany and whether the Goy- 
ernment had found that the measures 
taken sihce March had proved effective. 

The. real question, e Marquis of 
Crewe thought, was whether it was ad- 
visable to add cotton to the contraband 
list. On that question there had been 
a@ number of misunderstandings and 
misapprehensions, and some of them, the 
speaker said, undoubtedly obtained not 
only in this country but in neutral 
countries. 

So far as could be ascertained, the 
Lord President continued, the . naval 
measures: taken to prevent: fresh sup- 
plies of cotton from reaching Germany 
had been successful. The vernment 
hoped by continual friendly negotiations 
to finprove the position progressing to- 
ward what must be their main purpose ; 
namely, to limit the exports those 
neutral countries to the precise amount 
of their. actual needs calculated on the 
average gp te which they had em- 
ploy at home during the last few 


years. 

The: Marquis of Crewe said that there 
could be no:magic in the mere declara- 
tion of any commodity as contraband so 
long as the Government pursued its 
present system of examining all goods. 

He did not think that any one would 
suppose that under international law or 
the most elementary rules of fair play 
it was possible to institute a blockade 
of neutral countries with whom England 
had no quarrel.

SUBMARINE SHIP 
TO CARRY FREIGHT 


Planned to Transport 2,500 Tons 
and May Take War Stores 
to England.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—In connec-

Charges Against French .Soldiers.

‘In Serbia besides * rough treatment, 
plundering, and insufficient food, com- 
pulsory -naturalization was enforced, 
prisoners of war were robbed, badly fed, 
and forced to do work for military pur- 
poses.”’ ~ 

Twenty-seven cases of violations , by 
Russia of the laws- of warfare, and 
eighteen instances in which Serbia and 
Monenegro are accused of various atroc- 
ities are givén-in detailed affidavits se- 
lected from. many. more made by sol- 
diers, officers,.: and. civilian. officials. 
These include, in Russia, not only the 
use of dumdum., bullets, firing on the 
Red Cross ‘flag and ambulances, but 
“ organized looting and peared of "civil- 
ians and numerous authenticated cases 
of rape.’ 


Attacks on “ Jewinh Civilians. 


Cases are recorded of looting and kill- 
ing’ directed especially against Jewish 
civilians who also ‘‘ were forced under 
the lash to work in the trenches dur- 
ing er holidays.”” Atrocities com- 
mitted by the Cossacks, assassinations 
and robberies and wanton destruction, 
all supported by concrete instances, 
were Verified, it is claimed, after the 
Austrians reoccupied the invaded. terri- 
tory, where the alleged violations had 
occurred.

The Paris bulletin“of this afternoon is 
contradictory in so far -abs it fails to 
mention the counter-attack, but it. con- 
cedes that the Germans regained a 
“‘ footing ” in the Beaurain’ woods to the 
west of the forest proper. 

The struggle in the Argonne today 
consisted of some close fighting and two 
German attacks, which Paris-says were 
repulséd. ‘The recent Gérman success, 
Berlin remarks, is,the more striking, as 
it was the intention of the- French, to 
carry out an attack on\July 14, the na- 
tional holiday. 

The French. continud to attack around 
Souchez, and tonight artillery duels are 
reported in this aréa, as well as north- 
west of Verdun, on the héights of the 
Meuse, and oné position in the Vosges 
Mountains.

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THE GERMAN ADMISSION. 

In ‘its expression of regret and offer 
of compensation for the attack upon 
the American steamer Nebraskan the 
German Government admits the. very 
essence of our contention as to the 
_ illegality of submarine warfare as prac- 
* teed at the time when the Lusitania 
was sunk. In the German memoran- 
dum, transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment by ‘Ambassador GERARD, the Im- 
perial Government recites the circum- 
stances of the attack~upon the Ne- 
braskan. In the dim light of early 


. evening the submarine commander was 


unable to see any markings indicating 
that the Nebraskan was an American 
ship. As the sun had already set, the 
flag had been lowered. But, says the 
memorandum: 

Since the commander of the subma- 
rine was obliged to assume from his 
wide experience in the area of mari- 
time war that only English steamers 
and no neutral steamers traversed this 
war area without flags and markings, 
he attacked the vesse] with a torpedo, 
im the conviction that he had an enemy 
vessel before him. 

It was -only.-after the torpedo ‘had 
reached its mark, without, however, in- 
flicting fatal damage, that the Nebras- 
kan raised thes»American: flag. The 
“of course re- 
frained from any further attack.” The 
Gétman Government now assures us 
that ‘the attack “was not meant for 
the. American flag,” it is not traceable 
to any fault on the part of the com- 
mander of the submarine, “but it is to 
be considered an unfortunate accident.” 


. Theréfore the German Government ex- 


presses to our. Government its regret 
“ and declares its readiness to make 
* compensation for the damage théreby 
- sustained by American citizens.” 

This “ unfortunate accident ” affords 
the best possible proof of the sound- 
ness of the positicn taken by our Gov- 
erhment in its ‘note of May 13, after 
the sinking of the Lusitania, when it 
said to Germany “ that the objection to 
“ their ‘present method of attack 
“against the trade of their enemies 
“lies in the practical impossibility of 
“ employing submarines‘in the destruc- 
“tion of commerce without disregard= 
“ing ‘those rules of fairness, reason, 
“ justice, and humanity. which all mod- 
“ern opinion regards as imperative.” 
That visit and search, with adequate 
provision for. the. safety of the ship’s 
company, must precede attack is the 
only safe rule, the only rule of which 
this Gévernment can admit the legal- 
ity. .Germany has had her warning, 
she ‘has taken heed of it. It-has been 
evident for some time that it was not 
her purpose to persist in murderous 
warfare, and she has been careful not 
to give us another Lusitania case as a 
ground of complaint against her. Yet 
Germany, while admitting that her 
submarine destroyed the Lusitania, 
carefully avoids any avowal of respon- 
sibility, she tenders no expression of 
regret or offer of compensation. 

The admission in the Nebraskan case 
and the evasion in the Lusitania case 
are inconsistent one with the othér. To 
dispatch a torpedo against an Amer- 
ican ship or to dispatch one without 
warning against a belligerent mer- 
chant ship carrying American passen- 
gers is in either case a crime against 
law, it is a crime committed against us, 
and against the rights of neutrals. 
Disavowal of intent and tender of com- 
pensation must logically follow in both 
cases unless Germany ‘intends to per- 
sist in being a law unto herself. 








THE RIGHT TO RESIGN. . ~ 

In accepting the resignations of 
¢two naval constructors Secretary 
DANIELS took pains to make it clear 
that he does not recognize the right. 
of officers who have been trained 
for the service of the United States 
Navy to withdraw from that service 
while they are in good health and in

prejudicial to the Government. 

This matter in both the navy and 
the army has not been fully com- 
pfehended in the past. For many 
years ‘it was the custom to. accept 
without question the resignations of 
- officers who desired to’go into private 
business. Our small army and navy 
had more officers than they actually 
needed, and it was always understood 
that in case of national peril the of- 
ficers who had resigned would return 
promptly to the service of the Gov- 
ernment. But the conditions have 
changed now. A youhg man who 
enters Annapolis or West Point does 
s0 with a thorough understanding 
that after his four years of schooling 
he will be expected to serve his Gov- 
ernment on specified terms. Ad- 
vancement may be slow, but he has 
a settled position and one of great 
honor, and he is sure of better pay- 
ment after his retirement for age 
than officers of foreign countries re- 
ceive. Ih the present situation navy 
and army alike need all their officers, 
and it is well for them to understand 
that they have no inalienable right to 
withdraw from the service. For, as 
the Secretary of the Navy says, “‘if 
“one officer has the absolute right 
“to have his resignation accepted, 
“every other officer has the same 
“right.” In that case we might as 
well not educate men to be officers.

THE GEDDES CASE. 

The ruling of the presiding Judge in 
the lawsuit brought at Ogden, Utah, by 
the woman who has been known, as 
Mrs. GEDDES, on behalf of her 16-year- 
old son, who, she claims, was born of 
her plural marriage with Davip ECCLEs, 
a Mormon Elder who died leaving a 
fortune estimated at $20,000,000, was 
in accord with the law of the State. 
He held that children of such a polyga- 
mous marriage as the woman claims to 
have contracted with EccLEs are ille- 
gitimate. This, we believe, does not 
end the contest, in which it seems the 
Mormon Church is so deeply interested 
that it has. permitted one of its minor 
officials to, give testimony in behalf of 
the woman. There seems to be, no 
doubt that Mrs..GEDDES was a plural 
wife of Ecci#s, although at the time 
of their marriage polygamy had been 
ostensibly abandoned by the Mormons. 
He had another plural wife, who had 
four children by him. . On their part 
there has been no contest of the will. 
The. quarrel seems to pit’ Mormons 
against. Mormons, and the sworn tes- 
timony of the Mormon official who 
says that EccLEs told him Mrs. GEDDEs 
was his wife, is so clear a defiance of 
the law that the Mormon question may 
be forced again into the public view. 

While the case may not be of great 
importance in itself, the: facts that 
polygamy is still practiced in Utah, 
that such marriages do not injure the 
standing of men and women in the 
Mormon community, and that the Mor- 
mons dare to make a polygamous mar- 
riage a cause for suit in a law court 
are now clearly on record. Nobody has 
believed that polygamy was abandoned 
before or since the admission of Utah 
to the Union. Reports of polygamous 
marriages have beén freely circulated, 
but legal proof of them has been hard 
to obtain. The legal proof is now at 
hand. The enormous influence exerted 
not only in Utah but in Idaho and Wy- 
oming, and, in:a less pronounced way, 
in ‘other States of the West, has 
caused great uneasiness in the minds 
of many persons. The.Mormons have 
been closely watched. Their vast 
wealth, their growing prosperity, has 
worried people who have felt that’ they 
maintained within the Republic a king- 
dom which defied the laws of the coun- 
try. It is not likely that the Geddes 
case will be permitted to drop out of 


sight. 
THE AMERICAN DOLLAR. 
The American dollar is today the 
most desired piece of current money 
in the whole world. Never since 
money was discovered to have varia- 





‘ble qualities. has one kind been uni- 


versally so esteemed in anything like 
the same degree. The English pound 
sterling has been hitherto the most 
acceptable, the safest, the best known 
money of all. But today a man with 
pounds sterling: in London owing -dol- 
lars to a man in New York must pay 
a premium of 2 percent, to convert 
pounds into dollars. That is to say, 
he pays a premium for dollars when 
he buys them with pounds. 

An American dollar is worth $1.02 
in English money. The premiums, in 
other money are greater. In French 
money the American dollar is worth 
nearly $1.09; in German money, $1.17; 
in Italian money, $1.18; ‘in ‘Russian 

money, $1.33; -in’ Austrian money, 
$1.34, In neutral money the premiums 
are less. In Dutch money it. is very 
slight. In Scandinavian money a dol~ 
lar is worth $1.03; in Swiss money, 
$1.04. 

Such premiums on Aniérioan money 
indicate,. in the ‘first place, that the

quantity of dollars,-and, “in the second 
place, that it is: very inconvenient for 
the world to pay in the only absolute 
equivalent, which is gold, - Ordinarily, 
@ premium of only a fraction of a 
cent in a dollar, will cause: gold to be 
sent from London to New ‘York. The 
meaning of that transaction is that 
at a given time London owes more 
money in New York than New York 
owes in London, so that after all the 
offsetting ‘credits have been ‘swapped 
there remains a balance due and pay- 
able in New York on account of goods 
‘delivered to foreign buyers. Then the 
demand for leave to convert pounds 
into dollars at the banker’s causes 4 
premium to appear -on dollars, ands 
when the premium is more than. the 
cost of actually ‘shipping gold the gold 
itself is shipped. * 

Thus, under normal conditions, a man 
in London would not pay a premium 
of 2 per cent. to convert pounds ster-, 
ling into dollars through the foreign 
exchange market. He would ship the 
gold. outright, because it would be 
cheaper. That he cannot do at: the 
present’ time. Too much is~ owing. 
England is very reluctant to part with 
her gold at all. So, instead of. paying 
in gold and as_they cannot pay in 
goods, Great Britain, France, Russia, 
Italy, and all our belligerent foreign 
customers’ arrange for credit, and the 
American dollar; in terms of all for- 
eign money, stays at a premium. The 
credits foreign buyers obtain ‘from 
bankers here are arranged on the 
basis of foreign exchange, so that for 
each dollar’s worth of goods bought 
here on credit they pay all the way 
from $1.02 to $1.34. Buying on credit 
is the costliest way te buy. 

Those are the purely mechanical 
laws of exchange. Other factors re-| 
main to be considered. If your cred- 
itor ultimately will pay up in gold, it 
seems hard to charge him,a very high 
premium for credit; to give him the 
credit and then to add to your bill 2 
per cent., 10 per cent., even 33 per 
cent. The probability is that when 
the war is over Europe will work 
terrifically to produce the goods: to 
pay off her debts. In time the terms 
of exchange will be normal again, But 
nobody can tell when that will be, and 
fh the meantime there is an element 
of risk. 

All the combarieotar that have bees 
made between the American dollar and 
foreign money units were on the gold 
basis of equivalents. The civilized 
world is on a gold money base. But 
it may not be ablé to continue that 
way. The enormous output of paper 
money in Europe, especially in Ger- 
many, cannot go on for very long 
without causing acute distrust of 
the power of gold redemption. The 
possibility of non-redemption is al- 
ready patent to bankers, On this 
subject the National City Bank in its 
July circular said: 


It is a misfortune for any country 
in this age of international trade to 
be off the gold basis, but when a 
country is engaged in war smaller 
misfortunes do not count. The fact 
is that a’ currency fixed upon a gold 
basis is a luxury that only a few 
countries have been able to afford 
until comparatively recent times. Rus- 
sia and Austria-Hungary established 
gold payments in 1897, and Italy since 
then. Few countries. have gone 
through a great War without suspend- 
ing specie payments. 

The world-wide premium on “tie 
American dollar represents for _the 
most part, of course, the exigencies 
of foreign exchange under, abnormal 
conditions; but in some degree it re- 
flects the fact that the American dol- 
lar is intrinsically the safest, least 
variable unit of money in the world 
today, protected by what is both rela- 
tively and actually the largest gold 
reserve in existence. 








THE CHANGED ATTITUDE TOWARD 
- BUSINESS. - 

Attorney General GREGORY informs 
the correspondents at Washington 
that hé will appeal the Steel Trust 
case, but that there will be no’ more 
trust prosecutions ‘right now,” be- 
cause ‘the: trusts are being good.” 
The President must be relieved to 
learn that his Attorney General does 
not dissent from. his views regarding 
the changed attitude. toward busi- 
ness, and the country certainly will 
welcome the announcement. | The 
Attorney General could not very well 
say that he had determined to dis- 
continue his prosecutions because 
the courts took a different view of 
the law from himself, yet that will be 
the conclusion reached by those who 
have followed the rejection of the 


1 Government’s arguments in the re- 


cent decisions. The: Government 
made its charge of unlawful con- 
duct in one of the latest leading 
cases and brought proof for’a period 
so ancient that the charge was out- 
lawed. It would’seem that the trifkts 
attacked have .beefi good for so long 
that reform of:their conduct ‘is not a 
valid reason for ahy change of policy 
on the part of the prosecutors. The 
more candid reason for stopping the 
prosecutions would seem to be that 
the ‘Government had alleged more 
wrongdoing than it could prove, or, in 
other words, that the trusts “were 
better than the Government thought 
until the courts taught the Admin- 
istration the lines of legality which 
it promised to téach business, 

What the courts taught the Gov- 
érnment’s law officers the course of 
évents has taught the politicians. 
Quiet trade,. scant employment, the 
revolt’ of business against constant 
nagging. for no good public purpose, 
have been resented by so many dif- 
terent interests that a prudent regard 
for the opinions of the majority long 
ago dictated the change in the high- 


nized by the official who is specif- 
ically charged by the Sherman law 
with its enforcement. He defers to.a 
public: opinion which has given plain 
signs of dissent from his views. ‘The 
public having learned so much may 
be trusted to remain of the same 
opinion for as long as can be expect- 
ed in this changing world. It is odd 
to find it stated from Washington 
that popular opinion is the. defender 
of the trusts against mfstreatment by 
an Administration which relied upon 
that policy for popular applause. 
Times have changed indeed, and it 
will be long before it will be consid- 
ered again that it is a merit to nag 
business. The courts have taught the 
Government law and the trusts have 
been taught the value of good con- 
duct by a narrow escape. The Presi- 
dent and the people have learned 
from experience. For the present it 
may be said that a new leaf is turned 
in the relations of Government and 
business. 


CONSTITUTIONAL BANKING. 

The regulation of banking by Con- 
stitutional provisioh is a novelty. The 
Federal Constitution empowers Con- 
gress to deal with the subject, as the 
recent establishment of .the Federal 
Reserve system is a reminder. So it 
has been in this State. The Legisla- 
ture has often dealt with banking in 
all its various aspects, and has recent- 
ly revised the banking law. It has 
béen conceded that the changes were 
for the better, and it must be admitted 
that if the subject were embedded in 
the Constitution the opportunities for 
amendment would seldom recur. That 
is particularly unfortunate in any leg- 
islative regulation of business, for it 
is constantly changing, and the needs 
of change are imperative when they 
arise. Moreover, the regulation of 
banking is so much a matter of detail 
and discretion that it is peculiarly 
unsuitable for Constitutional treat- 
ment. 

Yet it has been proposed in the Con- 
stitutional Convention to 








write into the Constitution the powers 
conferred upon the State Superintend- 
ent of Banks in connection with the 
supervision of banks, trust companies, 
and incorporated banking concerns by 
the new banking law enacted in 1913, 
and thus place the repeal of those 
powers beyond the reach of. another 
Legislature. 


The present banking law has been 
considered a model statute, but it is 
not the last word. -Even if perfect in 
itself, it would be affected by such 
an incident as the establishment of the 
Federal Reserve system, which might 
make it necessary to revise the rela- 
tion between State and Federal bank- 
ing institutions. So far as the statute 
is embodied in the Constitution: the 
opportunities for amendment are re- 
stricted!’ It is: sure that we should 
not now have the law of 1913 if its 
predecessor had been part of the Con- 
stitution now under revision. It is 
to be remarked that the proposal to 
put banking under Constitutional pro- 
tection is not for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the public against bad bank- 
ing, but for the protection of the 
Bank Superintendent against “ legisla- 
tive assault,” Thus it would seem to 
be a measure for the restriction of the 
misconduct of the Legislature rather 
than for the protection of banking. 
Hither there must be- something be- 
hind this “een or. the suggestion 
is unnecessary. 

There should be specifications and 
proof before that argument should be 
allowed to weigh in a matter of Con- 
stitutional amendment. If the statute 
of 1913 is not good enough to be 
made’ part of the Constitution, still 
less could it be said that any official 
should be secure against oversight and 
correction in his duties if such should 
be necessary.

Technicalities of Heroism. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Richard Harding Davis writes to THB 
TIMES under date of July 11, criticising the 
statement of Miss Jane Addams that the 
soldiers of the nations at war have to be 
doped or made drunken before they charge 
with the bayonet. ‘‘ In this war,’’ says Mr. 
Davis, ‘‘ the French or English soldier who 
has been killed in a bayonet charge gave his 
life to protect his home and country. * * * 
When. the order came to charge, it was for 
them that he gave his life. * * * Miss 
Addams denies him the credit of his sacrifice. 
She .tells his-children, ‘‘ Your father did not 
die for France, or for England, or for you; 
he died because he was drunk.” 

While sympathizing entirely with his atti- 
tude in- regard to Miss Addams’s accusations 
of drunkenness, I: should like to point out 
that she had excellent precedent for maintain~ 
ing that a soldier killed in battle did not 
necessarily die doing his duty, 

In ‘‘ With the Greek Soldiers,’’ published 
in ‘‘A Year from a Reporter’s Notebook,” 
Richard Harding Davis says, (Page 242): 

‘“‘If a man happened to be standing in the 
line of a bullet he was killed. * * * ‘ Father 
died,’ his children will say, ‘doing his duty.’ 
As a matter of fact, father died because, he 
happened to stand up dt the wrong moment 
or because he turned to ask the man on his 
right for a match and projected his bulk 
where a bullet happened to have the right of 
way.” 

There is, of course, a.great difference be- 
tween Miss Addams’s statement, which Mr. 
Davis paraphrases, ‘‘ Your father died be- 
cause he was drunk,” and Mr. Davis’s own 
attribution of the death of some particular 
father to Fate or Chance. But both of them 
deny to the children the right to say that 
father died while doing his duty. E. D.

YOUNG MENWHO LOVE PEACE 


| They Think in Abstract Terms and 
Know Not the Faith of Age. 


Columbia University, July 13, 1915. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tup NEw YORK TIMzs, in its number 
of July 12, comments upon the report that 
Miss Addams said that somebody in Europe 
told her that the present strife is an ‘‘ old 
man’s war.’ 

I take it for granted that, if Miss Addains 
has been correctly quoted, she meant that 


‘| there are young men in France, in Germany, 


or somewhere else who consider themselves 
as vastly more intellectual than most men 
of older generations. They probably consider 
themselves as superior to-older men because 
they have an abstract love for peace and an 
abstract hate for war, and their intellectual- 
ity consists mainly in a profuse use of such 
abstract terms as “‘ peace.’’ Such a superior 
young man, if he lives in France, would have 
accepted without restrictions the complete 
less of Alsace-Lorraine rather than to have 
to think that peace might be disturbe@ on 
that account. In opposition to that young 
man there were men, one or two generations 
older, who. accepted the loss of the provinces 
torn from the motherland against the con- 
sent of the governed, and accepted it rather 
than go to war, because of two -evils they 
chose the lesser. Or the peaceful young man 
is a German who prefers. sipping his beer 
quietly to inhaling the odor of powder; not 


most German-army officers or as most Ger- 
mans of the generations of 1864, 1866, and 
1870, he blames his elders for having started 
the row. 

Whatever nationality 1 may be assigned to 
this young pacifist, he should have been de- 
scribed more fully by Miss Addams, so that 
a moral might be deduced from the story. 
Many pacifists use the word ‘‘peace’’ in'a 
vague or abstract or even religious sense, 
just as the French revolutionists of 1789 used 
the term “‘liberty’’ and ‘‘ equality.”” Were 
they more practical, they would now: use the 
word ‘‘ peace’’ only in relation to well- 
stated facts. 

Suppose the aforementioned young French- 
man had said to the invader: ‘‘ Keep Alsace- 
Lorraine and whatever else you want. , I 
won’t fight. ‘I want peace at any price.” 
would only have demonstrated his inability 
to have any voice whatever in the govern- 
ment of his ¢puntry and in thes conduct of 
his own life. A few such men may be found 
in France or in Belgium, and -their existence 
may explain why the Teuton hordes have in- 
vaded the Belgian ahd French beehives, be- 
lieving the bees were degenerate and would 
not sting. 

I grant that the doctrine of non-resistance 
may be, at times, preferable to other doc- 
trines, but that depends on the particular 
circumstances of the case. The first Chris- 
tians, by meekly allowing themselves to be 
fed to lions and tigers, awoke the smoldering 
fire of human conscience, and had they re- 
sisted persecution at that time they might, 
in the light of history, pass today as out- 
laws. But for Americans, after the sinking 
of the Lusitania, to say: ‘‘ It was well done; 
sink another,’’ would-be short of moral 
suicide. 

Is there,,in the minds of some pacifists, an 
unconscious return.to the old doctrine of non- 
resistance, with the feeling that such an 
attitude will assure their own personal peace 
and comfort, at least for the immediate pres- 
ent? I hope not, because such men would 
be a danger to society. I always believe 
that ideal peace lovers—and there are many 
such among the advocates of resistance to 
evil—are the ones who in time of peace 
principally do all they can to avoid the 
frequent recurrence of war instead of arming 
to the danger point; who seek to. restrict 
future wars to methods of fighting less: in- 
humane, who promote international amity 
and understanding, encourage recourse to 
arbitration, and want to form powerful com- 
binations for the punishing of ihternational 
crimes, just as they want an effective police 
force in communities in which criminals are 
found, 

In: accord with many peace adyocates | 
feel ‘that war is an evil, and, in a general 
way, I would like to stop war just as I ‘de- 
sire to destroy things evil. But to oppose 
fighting of every kind—for instance, to con- 
demn war on white slavers, disease, igno- 
rance, and intolerance—is, to say the least, 
absurd. Loose talk.on brotherly love whén 
dealing with criminals, loose talk on peace 
when confronted by the present _war, is in 
some cases foolish and criminal. 

The young man who loves peace, as quoted 
by Miss Addams, may have spoken earnestly 
and sincerely. In that case he may be right 
or wrong, as he stated a disputed fact which 
may be. true or not. And, finally, there is:a 
posgbility of his having» been insincere, like 
some peace advocates who want to improve 
the definition of neutrality so as to help one 
of the belligerents, Real friends of peace 
and justice will not hesitate to take arms 
in defense of peace and justice whenever it 
is advisable and likely to destroy a serious 
evil. But to advocate a@ contrary policy is 
-. act either of an” unpractical dreamer, of 

a poltroon, of a madman, or of a conscious 
traitor to the cause of humanity.

The War's “Old Men.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am a Britisher and was in Ireland when 
war. was declared and for weeks after, and 
I protest against Miss Addams’s statement 
that it is an old men’s war and that the 
young men of the country fail to. respond 
to the call of duty, At the recruiting sta- 
tions in Belfast crowds so great as almost to 
interfere, with traffic surrounded the build- 
.iIngs eager to enlist, and they were taken off 
in large companies and prepared for field 
duty. Three of my nephews, all the sons 
of the family, immediately volunteereq for 
duty in any part of the world. The ages 
of the youths range from about 23 to 31 
years, The father spent hours a week 
drilling those about to go to camp and to 
the front. Another nephew, about 34, the 
son of a widow, to whom he was devoted, 
instantly volunteered for ‘service in any part 
of. the world, giving up his lucrative position 
as surgeon. A cousin of mine, 37 years of 
age, also the son of a widow, was killed at 
the front while gallantly leading his men, 
and I on the same day wrote three letters of 
condolence to three parents where a son 
had been killed in each instance. All were 
young men, not over 38. I have two friends 
whose sons gave up*their course in Oxford 
to fight for their country, and! both were 
killed. These are merely typical cases, but 
the mention of them should be sufficient to 
thoroughly discredit Miss Addams’s state- 
ment, 

Of course the statement that the men had 
been ‘‘ doped” with whisky and absinthe. is 
not worthy of denial; ‘‘ doped” soldiers do 
not make brilliant attacks and secure glori- 
ous victories.

Can it be supposed that the German 
Minister of Foreign Affairs would have 
delayed a.month -before making his re- 
ply, would have quietly ignored every 
important demand of the American note, 


‘and have then replied in terms of such 


studied insolence, if he had not believed 
that a ‘‘ peace-at-any-price ’. policy was 
to be followed? The arrogance of the 
German position and the astounding of- 
fer for Germany to license a limited 
number of American vessels to navigate 
European -waters, with the requirement 
that. they furnish the German Govern- 
ment early notice of departure and des- 
tination and observe other rules -favor- 
able to Germany and hostile to England 
—all this is notably. Prussian and a 
monument of impertinence, and raisés 
the question whether the United States 
is’a sovereign nation. 

Since the beginning of the war many 
Americans have been asking the ques- 
tion why the Government has adopted 
no measures to perfect the national 
defenses, which in all well-informed 
quarters are ucknowledged to be woeful- 
ly inadequate. There is hardly a neu- 
tral nation of importance but took ac- 
tive steps at the autbreak of war to 
defend its neutrality. In America:alone 
@ movement of this nature to meet the 
emergency of the war, was blocked. In 
a declaration. to both houses of Con- 
gress made Dec. 8, 1914, the President 
advised a-mild- encouragement of the 
National Guard and added: 


More than his carries with it a reversal 
of the whole history and character of our 
polity.

But I turn from the subject. It is not 
new. There is no need to discuss it. We 
shall not alter our attitude toward it -be- 
cause some amongst us are nervous and 
excited. We shall easily and sensibly agree 
upon a policy of defense. The question has 
not changed itsaspects because the times are 
not normal. * * * Let there be no miscon- 
ception. The country has been misinformed. 
We have not been negligent of national de- 
fense, (Congressional Record, Vol. 52, p. 21.) 


Such is the authoritative declaration 
of the President to meet a strong move- 
ment toward national defense—not, be it 
understood, toward militarism, which is| 
unthinkable in connection with such 
forces as have been proposed.

AS A CITY SHOULD BORROW. 


Bureau of Municipal Research Finds 
an Agreement with The Times. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the issue of the 13th THE Times hdd 
a leading editorial on the State sinking 
furids, in which there is au implied criticism 
of the Bureau of Municipal Research for 
the position it takes in the report. recently 
issued on the subject. The criticism bears 
on two points: first, that the report places 
responsibility for burdensome taxation on the 
laws governing the sinking funds; second, 
that the remedy. should be” serial bonds 
rather than amendment to the Constitution, © 

May.I call attention to Section. 2 of CHap- 
ter 147 of the laws of 1903, which provides 
in. part: ; . 

There is hereby imposed thr each year 
after this act goes into effect, until all the 
bonds issued under the authority of this 
act shall be due, an annual tax of 12-1000 
of a mill upon each dollar of the real and 
personal property of this State subject to 
taxation. 

Other provisions are also set forth in Ap- 
pendix D of the report which fix definitely 
the amount or the rate which is to be levied 
each year for sinking fund purposes. While 
there may be some difference in opinion as 
to whether the law is at fault when at the 
time’ bonds are issued a definite levy is 
made that has the result of piling up a 
sinking fund, the report does not attempt to 
do. more than get clearly before the reader 
a statement of facts on this point. 

With respect to the second criticism, name- 
ly, that serial bonds should be proposed in- 
stead of amendment to the Constitution, may 
I call your attention to the general con- 
clusions on page 274 and also to the concrete 
recommendation on page 286, which ig as 
follows: 

That the Constitutional provisions regu- 
lating the creation of State debt should be 
amended so as to permit the adoption by 
the Legislature of any of the following 
three courses, namely 

1, The issue of Ronde divided into a 
number of equal series, of which one 
series shall mature in each calendar year 
after the year in which the issue of such 
ro shall be approved at a general elec- 

The other proposals are alternative. The 

point to which I would call your attention 
is that the bureau proposes the very thing 
which the editorial suggests as an alterne- 
tive to its proposal. 

With respect to the need for an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, may I say this: 
That while under the present Constitution 
a good practice might have prevailed,, this 
provision of the Constitution” was s0 -‘n- 
definite ag. to admit of a. bad practice.. The 
bureau’ suggests. that the Constitution be 
not left indefinite, however general may be 
its terms. 

The editorial suggests that opinion is not 
what is wanted, but facts. ‘I may say in 
thig ‘relation that the bureau has prepared 
the only complete statement of facts that 
has ever béen put in print on the subject, 
and that this is the primary reason for put- 
ting out the report in question. In other 
words, the conclusions drawn by the bureau 
are to be found on the first two pages, thé 
remaining portion of the report’. being a

BARNARD'S $600,000 
BUILDING PLANNED 


To Have 200-Foot Frontage on 
‘119th Street End of Mil- 
bank Quadrangle. 


BIG GYMNASIUM, AND POOL 


Library, Refectory, Alumnae, and 
Classrooms in First of New 
Group of College Halls. 
——- 


Pians were filed yesterday for the first 
of the new group of Barnard College 
buildings which George A. Plimpton, 
Treasurer of the college, announced at 
its twenty-fifth anniversary. last April, 
the Trustees had voted to put up. This 
new structure will be five stories high 
and wili occupy the northerly portion ‘of 
the large Milbank Quadrangle, an un- 
divided: plot extending from 116th to 
119th Streets between Broadway and 
Claremont Avenue. 

It will have a frontage of 200 feet, 
covering the entire southerly block front 
of 119th Street, and will run back to a 
depth of 176.8 féet on both Broadway 
and Claremont Avenue. The Broadway 
side will overlook the Columbia Untiiver- 
sity campus and on the north the build- 
ing will overlook Milbank, Fiske, and 
Brinckerhoff Halls, the three large euu- 
cational buildings of: Barnard College. 

The estimated cost of the new build- 
ing is $600,000. Mr. Plimpton, in his an- 
niversary address on a 29, said that 
while the expected $1,000,000 fund had 
not been raised pl es had been ob- 
tained amounting to more than $660,000, 
of which $280,000 had been paid in. He 
felt confident, however, that the neces- 
sary amounts would be forthcoming in 
the near future and on that basis the 
Trustees had voted to construct one of 
the necessary buildings, 2 

The architects are Charles A. Rich 
and Frederic Mathesius. In its exterior 
the building will harmonize with the 
surrounding Columbia and Barnard Col- 
lege structures. Among the features in 
the new building will be a large gym- 
nasium and a swimming pool. On the 
main floor will be a large living room, 
parlor, and alumnae room. Another sec- 
| tion will he devoted to the tibrary and 
reading rooms and in one of the wings 
will be a refectory and kitchen. The 
upper floors will contain classrooins, 
seminars, rooms for religious and phil- 
anthropic societies, council rooms. 
o.tices, and rest rooms. 

The Milbank Quadrangle was pur- 
chased for $1,000,000 several years ago 
for Barnard College by Mrs. Elisabeth 
Milbank Anderson, and this is the larg- 
est individual gift ever made to the col- 
lege. In its twenty-five years Barnard 
has attained a high rank among the 
leading women’s educational institutions 
of the world and last year its student 
enroliment was 869. The Barnard, Col- 
lege dormitory building occupies the 
southerly portion on the quadrangle, 
fronting on 116th Street.

At the age of U8, sévéral years after 
he had lost his leadership in the old 
Kighth -District—** De Ate;"’ to those 
who were of it and in it in the ‘* good 
old days ’’—Martin Engel died yesterday 
in his home at 2¥ Easi ‘Third Street. He 
made money in his business. ot politics, 
and it is said that his son, Alfred 5. 
“ngel, 
tune. His death was due to Bright’s 
disease, from which he had been a suf- 
lerer for some time.» 

Martin Engel rose to political power 
wien the immigrant Jews from Russia, 
Rumania, Bohemia, and Hungary began 
to crowd the Irish out of the east side. 
The son of a.‘ kosher,"’. butcher, he 
was born in. the Bowery and began. life, 
after leaving the public schools, in his 
father’s butcher shop... After the death 
of the father he continued the vusiness, 
and even after his business became poli- 
tics and his ‘‘ office ’’ tor all important 
purposes was in “‘Silver Dollar’ Smith’s 
Hotel, near the Essex Matket Court, he 
remained the nominal head of the mar- 
ket, from which fact he became known 
in the east side as ** Butcher’ Engel. 

“ Big Tim” Sullivan, irishman, and 
Martin Engel, Jew, were the  combina- 
tion that held the power in ‘‘ De Ate,”’ 
where tully 5U per cent. of the fixed and 
floating voters spoke Yiddish. KEngeél 
was apparently devoted to Sullivan, and 
was. ever’ faithful: te * Big Tim” in 
matters political, and, until the Repub- 
lican leader, ‘* Charley”’.Aadler, began 
to make trouble in thé Eighth,:he al- 
ware *“*swung the district "’ .at election 

e. 

Those who followed Engel as their 
Political leader could never, in their 
own opinion, exaggerate his virtues. He 
was generous, as all ‘'ammany leaders 
of the east side have been, and he was 
successful in “‘ landing jobs "' for those 
who served the party. Also he was 
known to have a strong * pull’’ with 
the police, and many an east side youth 
who ‘* got in bad’’ with the authorities 
owed his liberty to ingel's influence. 
Because of all these thizgs he was the 
leader, and because he was the leader 
he cultivated the character and quality 
that enhanced his leadership, 

But to reformers kusel was the per- 
sonification of a vice tat, though seen 
with disturbing frequency, could never 
be even endured, much less embraced. 
In ‘* De Ate’’ was what was known for 
many years as ‘*‘ The Red Light Dis- 
trict,’"" and Engel’s political enemies 
used to dwell with views of alarm upon 
the protection in which the district 
thrived, and Engel was always named 
as the protector. 

Those who have seen Engel remember 
as his most striking facial characteris- 
tic a ‘‘ dented ’’ nose. The bridge of his 
nose had been broken, and until’ his 
death there was a depression in the cen- 
tre of his, face that never failed to. at- 
tract attention. ‘The scar was a iffark 
of Engel’s rise to political power. te 
received the original injury in a fight 
years ago—and there. have been stories 


his discredit. The only positive and 
printable fact is that a man who became 
enraged against Engel struck him across 
his nose with a bung-starter or some 
other equally destructive weapon. 

Besides ‘‘ Silver Dollar ’’ Smith’s ho- 
tel, which later became the property of 
Engel himself, the leader of *‘ De Ate’”’ 
had several ‘‘ headquarters ’’ in the dis- 
trict where those who knew his habits 
and haunts might find him. His home 
was at 29 East Third Street, where he 
died; but in the days of his power he 
could be found most often at some of 
his ‘‘ hanging-out’’ places—such as the 
clubrooms of the Martin Engel’ Asso¢ia- 
tion, at Ludlow and Grand Streets, or 
the old Café Buulevard,.in Second Ave- 
nue, where, for a’ number of years, he 
regularly received his henchmen be- 
tween noon and 3 o’clock. 

Although the kind of politics accepted 
as legitimate by Engel is passing for 
the good of society, there are those in 
the east side who will feel rea] regret 
for the death of their former leader, for 
whatever his vices were,, Engel was 
sympathetic and generous. in his own 
way and in his moods, and many a 
family would not have eaten had he not 
supplied a meal, many a man or wo- 
man would have gone barefoot had he 
not furnished shoes. Also, many a 
‘* down-and-outer’’’ would have gone 
thirsty if Engel had not ‘‘ set ’em up” 
to the drinks. So, somewhere east of 
the Bowery, where there were not many 
of the Ten. Commandments, and where 
a man could raise a very great thirst, 
Engel had his friends who will mourn 
him now. 


Professor Frederick Prime. 
Professor Frederick Prime of Girard 
College, Philadelphia, died on Wednes- 


day at Chelsea, Atlantic City, N. J., in 
his seventieth year. He was born in 
Philadelphia, and after serving for a 
year in the civil war attended Columbia 
University; from which he was grad- 
uated in Professor Prime later 
received degrees from the Royal School 
on Mines at Freiberg and Lafayette 
College. From 1869 until 1870 he was 
an assistant in assaying at Columbia, 
and for the next nine years was Profes- 
sor of Geology and Metallurgy at La- 
fayette. He was also President of sev- 
eral iron and electrical companies in 
Alabama and. Pennsylvania, and from 
1891 until. 1893 was President of the 
Edison “Electric Light Company of 
Philadelphia. In 1895. he became Prvu- 
fessor of Natural History at Girard 
College. Professor Prime was a Sec- 
gee d of the American Philosophical 
Society from 1897 until 1900. In 1 he 
edited in English von Cotta’s “‘ Treatise 
on Ore Deposits.”’

Stocks Resume Advance in More 
Active Trading—French 
Bank Gains Gold. 





. For the first time in a long while trad- 
ing in United States Steel exceeded yes- 
terddy. 100,000 shares. Incidentally the 
stock showed a net gain of more than 2 
points. These two facts throw much 
light’ on the course of évents in yester- 
day's bedsion of the Stock Exchange. 
They. reflect. the spirit of optimism 
which has been stéadily gaining force 
notwithstanding the handicaps whicn 
war {ahd ull. the consequerices of war 
have put. upon an ‘unrestrained e¢x- 
pression of confidence in the American 
busihess situation, and in that spirit of 
optimism lies the explanation of the re- 
cent recufrent periods of strength in the 
Stock market... Yesterday, as on many 
other days, there was irregularity in the 
.course of prices;, but ‘the main move- 


seem to come mainly from short cover- 
ing, ‘There has’ becn a reversal of posi- 
tion on the part of many traders, but 
an enlarged public support seems also 
to have come to the market. 

Confidence ‘is growing in Wall Street 
that a -peaceful settlement ‘will be 
reached with Germany, and mofe atten- 
tion is being given to suggestions that 
some ‘opportunity for peace overtures 
may shortly present itself. Others, and 
they include some of the most thought- 
ful bankers in the financial district, see 
no hope of an early peace and are mis- 
trustful of much of the talk concerning 
the advantages, notably in the way of 
war orders, which are accruing to the 
United States out of the war. But that 
is not at the moment at least the domi- 
nant spirit. The prevailing disposition 
is to count on a happy solution of every 
difficulty, arid it is typical. of the mar- 
ket atmosphere of the moment that talk 
of the likelihood of early peace in Eu- 
rope is coupled with extravagant esti- 
mates of the profit which this country 
will derive from war orders. 

Fortunately, underlying the exaggera- 
tion and the inconsistencies of market 
viewpoints is the solid fact that busi- 
ness in the United States has been im- 
proving and that all the major condi- 
tions seem to favor further expansion in 
trade at large. Thus. yesterday’s 
strength in United States Steel was 
traceable to the excellence of the re- 
cent news from the steel trade, where 
output has been expanding and prices 
rising. From many other. lines of busi- 
ness, too, come reports of greater ac- 
tivity, some of it representing response 
to existing demands and some of it 
preparation for the demand which mer- 
chants foresee for the time when the 
country will get the actual benefit of 
the large crops which are promised. 

The statements of the Bank of Eng- 
land and of the Bank of France made 
public yesterday showed on one hand 
the result of the appeal of the French 
Government to the people of France to 
turn in their gold in exchange for notes, 
and on the other some of the effects of 
the new war financing in England. In 
advance of the receipts of the first in- 
stallment on the subscription to the war 
loan the Government has lessened or 


suspended, its application to the money 
market in the form of Treasury notes, 
and this is reflected in the English 
Bank. statement in an increase for the 
week of $90,000, in private deposits 
and a decrease of $75,000,000 in public 
deposits. The French Bank statement 
showed a gain of over $8,000,000 in gold.

Mayor's ‘Conciliators Hear Confes- 
* -glons of Wrongs by Both Sides 
1; Women’s Garment Trade 


The! prospect for a settlement without 
furthér striking of the differences be- 
tween the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers-of ‘America and the New York Cloth- 
ing. Manufacturers’ Association was en- 
‘couraging last night after the confer- 

at the rooms of the Chamber of 
Commerce between representatives of 
the workmen and the manufacturers. 

It is possible that a temporary work- 
ing agreement will be speedily reached 
under which -the 21,000 tailors who are 
now striking will return to their em- 
ployment while the issues between the 
yaar 9 and. the assocration. are under 
discussion: 

A Subcommittee of Immediate Adjust- 
ment, whose business it will be to agree 
on ‘terms on which striking employes 
will return to work, was appointed at a 
conference last night in the Chamber 
of Commerce of representatives of both 
sidés. On the committee for the manu- 
facturers are Saul Bashwitz, Charies 

Louis Ettlinger, Herbert UC. 
Ansorge, and Mayer Schoenteld. The 
members selected by the union are Alex- 
r Cohen, Bernard Hiss, Louis Zuck- 
erman, David Wolff, and Sianey Hill- 
man. ‘They will meet today at 9:0 
A. M, in the building of the United He- 
brew Charities, at ‘I'wenty-first Street 
and Second Avenue. 7 

Several thousand cutters at a meetin 
at Beethoven Hall last night followe 
the lead of the other branches of their 
trade by pledging themselves to strike 
at. the Mg of the officers of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers. The 60,000 
members of the organization who are 
still at work are now pledged to strike 
if the word is given. Sidney Hillman, 
President of the organization, however, 
said yesterday that no further striking 
would .take place while the conference 
was on. Mr. Hillman Said: 

“(The situation was thoroughly dis- 
cussed at the conference, and a frank 
exchange of views took place. It is too 
early to predict the outcome of this con- 
ference.’ The union is hoping that it will 
result in a settlement, but preparations 
“are being made for any developments. 

“It must be remengbered that the con- 
ferences gre so far only between the 
union and: the members of the New York 
Clothing Manufacturers’ Association ; 
and even should an agreement be 
reached a strike will be ordered in the 
shops of the manufacturers who are not 

mbers of the association unless they 
reach an agreement with the union. A 
strike may be ordered in the other shops 


at,any moment.”

CONFESS TO MAYOR’S BOARD. 


Both Sides in Women’s Garment 


- Trade Admit Doing Wrong. 


Morris Hillquit, counsel for the In- 
ternational. Ladies’ Garment Workers, 
acknowledged that workers had_been 
in the wrong in one instance, and Julius 
Henry Cohen, counsel for the Cloak, 

it and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protec- 
tive Association, admitted that the man- 
ufacturer had been at fault in another, 
at! the hearing ‘yesterday at the City 
Hall before the Mayor’s Council of Con- 
ciliation. The public was excluded from 
the’ afternoon session, and Dr. Felix 
Adier,. Chairman of the Council, an- 
nounced that sessions would be held 
behind closed doors in future. 

Mr, Hilquitt acknowledged that the 
manufacturers had gruu.d for complaint 
fin the case of A. Schwartz & Co., manu- 
facturers. Mr. Cohen .said that_ the 
discharge’ of four men for insubordina- 
tion in this case resulted in several 
walkouts and finally in a strike in which 
pickets .were used. He said that the 
action:of-the workers in this case, fol- 
lowing. a number of similar incidents, 
had caused the manufacturers to abro- 
gate the protocol, and argued that this 
and other cases proved that the union 
had been unable to control its members. 
_Mr.. Hiliquit insisted vehemently that 
there was no real ground for the argu- 
ment that the union had failed to con- 
trol its members, asserting that in prac- 
tically all cases the union had been 
able to’ exercise complete control.

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EXPLOSION WRECKS 
BIG GRAIN ELEVATOR 


Six Injured When Spark Ignites 
Dust in.N. Y. Central’s West 
New York Plant. 


BOMB’ SUSPECTED AT FIRST 


Concussion Shakes Bulldings, Rocks 
River. Craft, and Does 
$70,000 Damage. 


A dozen. grain barges were tied up 
near the big grain elevator of the New 
York Central Railroad Company at Pier 
7, West New York, the largest of its 
kind eaSt of Chicago, and dozens of em- 
ployes were. unloading. grain-laden 
freight cars beside the plant, at 11:15 
o’clock yesterday morning, when there 
was a roar that echoed for hundreds of 
yards along the. Hudson River and a 
concussion which shook near-by build- 
ings and set the barges rocking.at their 
anchors. From: the roof of the elevator 
cupola, a twenty-two-story structure of 
steel and brick, 150 feet high, there 
burst a column of flame and smoke, in 
which were flung aloft bits of steel, of 
brick, and of mortar. 

While all structures near by still 
rocked from the concussion there fell a 
rain of débris, much of which landed 
on the main roof of the elevator, five 
stories lower than the cupola,- smashing 
and warping it till-it saggéd in places 
and threatened to crash in on the floors 
below. 

At the same time parts of the north 


and south walls of the cupola fell away, 
their fragments of brick and mortar 
crashing down on the already strained 
roof. n the south side a section 200 
feet in width, and extending up through 
the whole five stories of the cupola, was 
pared away as cleanly as though by a 
giant knife, while on the north side two 
sections, also extending the whole height 
of the tower and each fifty feet wide, 
were tossed down. 


: Thought It Was a Bomb. 


With the roar and concussion of the 
explosion. all the West New York and 
Weehawken river-front folk rushed to 
the plant. Everywhere the theory was 


offered that a bomb had caused the dam- 

age. The elevator has been the main 

point in this country for the shipment of 
grain to the Allies. 

Nearly every day great steamers are 
loaded at the elevator piers, and it was 
simply chance that no steamship lay 
there yesterday. The police started work 
on the theory that some one interested 
in destroying grain commerce with the 
Allies had penetrated to the t of the 
tower and placed an explosive there, and 
it was recalled that thirty pounds of the 
dynamite bought by Erich Muenter, the 
mad assassin and murderer, were still 
= for. 

ut later, when a thorough investiga- 

tion had been made, George Lynn, y 

sistant Manager of the Central’s Marine 

Department, and Detective Joseph Ken- 

ny of the West New York Bureau, de- 

clared that the whole thing was due to 
internal causes. There are fourteen 
huge steel grain bins in the elevator and 
they had emptied No. 7 to clean it. This 
bin, capable-of holding some 14,000 bush- 
gle of grain, and in construction built 
ot unlike a forty-two-centimeter how- 
itzer, exploded when an electric spark 
came into contact with the grain dust 
which the cleaning process had dis- 
turbed. Braced on all sides by vast 
steel girders, the bin did not burst, 
but the full force of the concussion went 
upward through the roof exactly as from 
the muzzle ofa high-power cannon. This

BRAZIL TO BUY UPCOFFEE. 


Issues $78,000,000: in Paper Money 
to Acquire 4,000,000 Bags. 

After the close of the coffee market 
yesterday; sevéral New. York firms re- 
ceived private cables to the effect that 
a bill had passed.the Brazilian’ Con- 
gress providing for the issuance of 300.- 
000 contos, the-equivalént of about $78,- 
000,000. in gold,of paper. currency, half 
of which is tobe turned over to Sao 
Paulo to be used for the purchase of the 
surplus of the present crop of. coffee up 
to 4,000,000 bags. an 

This valorization plan, if carried into 
effect, will be the second attempt by 
the Government of Brazil to protect the 
coffee planters. Brazil has felt the loss 
of the German and Austrian markets 
very severely, as in normal times 25 
per cent. of her crop goés to those coun- 
tries. There were reports several weeks 
ago that. efforts would be made to use 


aper currency to prevent the growers 
from rushing the new crop to the ports 
and. placing the market at the mercy 
of the United States. 

It was pointed out by local coffee im- 
porters that the plan now proposed will 
not remove any: of the new crop from 
Brazil, and consequently will not bring 
an gold into the country. To buy up 
4,000,000 bags with paper money is ex- 
pected to depreciate still further Bra- 
zilian currency. The rate of exchange 
is now almost 20 per cent. below gold 


parity. 

Nine years a the State of Sao Paulo 
beught up 8,000,000 bags of coffee and 
borrowed against it from private firms 
and banks in the United States and Hu- 
rope. This action was taken to prevent 
the bumper crop from breaking the 
market, and it cost the Government 
large sums in commissions and interest, 
which the ‘planters repaid in the form 
of a heavy surtax. Smallér harvests 
followed and allowed the bankers to 
dispose of most of the stored coffee. 

American bankers’ who assisted the 
scheme by storing millions of bags in 
New York warehouses, were proceeded 
against under. the Sherman Anti-Trust 
act and were forced to liquidate their 
holdings, so that it is not regarded as 
likely that they will assist the new valo- 
rization.

I$ SOLD AT AUCTION 


Owners of Show Horses Com- 
pete Keenly for Blooded Stock 
of Lusitania Victim. 


33 ARE SOLD FOR $25,675 


For Sentimental Reasons the “Old 
Times” Coach Four Were 
Withheld from Sale. 


- Owners of show horses from all over 
the country were at Durland’s Riding 
Academy, Sixty-sixth Street and Cen- 
tral .Park West, yesterday afternoon, 
when the show stable of Alfred G. Van- 
derbilt, who lost his life on the Lusi- 
tania, was offered at public auction. 
There were no reservations of those 
catalogued for sale. Champions and 
blue-ribbon winners went to the highest 
bidder. 

Besides the horses well known in the 
show ring, there were seven English 
hackneys which Mr. Vanderbilt import- 
ed last Autumn with the intention of 
bringing them out at the shows this 
year. These all brought good prices. 

Only five were not catalogued. These 
were withheld from the sale for senti- 


mental reasons. They were the hand- 
some old stallion, Sir James, who was 
the sire of many of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
finest show horses and the gray road 
four, the team their owner used to 
drive in the famous ‘Old Times”’ 
coach from London to Brighton. 
“Under no circumstances would I 
part with these horses,’’ .said Reginald 
Vanderbilt yesterday. “It was my 
brother’s express desire that these ani- 
mals should be pensioned, and they are 
now up at’ Oakland Farm, where they 
will remain for the rest of their lives 
and do nothing but enjoy themselves.” 
The sale itself was one of the largest 
ever held at Durland’s, and the prices 
reached a high-water mark for horses 
of this standard.
